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FAIR HEARING WARRANTED FOR PETER TREU 


Peter Treu, of secret trial infamy, has appealed 
his conviction for mishandling top-secret NATO 
documents. And rightly so--the trial was one 
more blot on this country's steadily worsening 
record on civil liberties. Treu was said to have 
certain secret information in his home, after his 
security clearance had been lifted. According to 
Treu, however, the government omitted one 
minor detail: they failed to tell him he no longer 
had clearance. Then, with motives that are a 
little murky at best, the government proceeded 
to convince Treu's lawyers of the need for a 
secret trial. This of course was a gross error in 
judgement, both for Treu and the government. 


The government's zeal in the matter is curious. 
Newspapers and other media, as well as 
individuals, contravene the secrets act regularly, 
by passing on rumours or other information 
without authorization. What possessed the 
government to zero in on the unfortunate Treu? 
He was a trusted and respected scientist who 
was awarded high level clearance. To skewer 
him on the prongs of the Official Secrets Act, in 
a secret trial, says more about the prosecutor 
than the defendant. Is the government so 
unsure of their own carefully screened 
personnel? Or was the entire Treu affair a case 
of one bungle begetting another? 


The latter would appear to be the case. Recent 
information about the activities of the security

services is bewildering and infuriating. People 
have been dismissed from their positions and 
effectively blacklisted from their professions, 
without ever being told of the reason for their 
fall from grace.

“security reasons” muttered out the side of a 
bureaucratic mouth are sufficient to ruin a 
person in this country. As for the public, we 
have no “need to know” the reasons for such 
dismissals. 


There is no doubt about the necessity of 
security services in this modern world of cold 
war and terrorism. However, Canadians would 
be well advised to listen to a debate currently 
underway in Britain on the same issue. The 
British ruckus was prompted by a case vaguely 
similar to the Treu case, in which two journalists 
and an ex-Army_ intelligence officer were 
accused under the most stringent clauses of the 
British secrets act. The fact that the three had

been improperly charged was evident when a 
judge termed the charges “oppressive,” and 
ordered them dropped.

With an eye to righting the situation, a British 
MP has suggested making the security services 
responsible to Parliament, by means of a select 
committee of privy councillors. The committee 
would be empowered to question department 
heads within the services. It would not oversee 
specific operations, but would keep a watchful 
eye on the theories, attitudes and philosophies 
upon which the services base their operations. 


The proposal has potential for Canadian 
application. It could go a long way to check the 
kind of paranoia that led to the Treu 
prosecution. Had such a committee existed at 
the time of the RCMP burglary and barn- 
blasting, the Machiavellian attitude that “the 
ence justify the means” might never have taken 
hold. 


We hope Mr. Treu is successful in getting an 
open and fair hearing, after the perversion of 
justice that was his trial. Perhaps the 
government will get it right the second time 
around. You don't get many chances when you 
tinker with civil liberties.

Child immunization goal 


This year a few confirmed 
cases of paralytic polio 
caused fear among Cana- 
dians and reminded a largely 
immune population that the 
disease has not been elimi- 
nated completely. 

Reports of the polio inci- 
dents sent some people 
rushing to clinics to get what 
was, in many cases, un- 
necessary booster shots. For 
much of the adult population 
is polio immune, thanks to a 
successful childhood immu- 
nization program commen- 
ced in the late 1950's, 

More than 80 percent of all 
children have been immu- 
nized successfully against 
polio before they enter 
school, The average for other 
preventable diseases--diph- 
theria, pertussis (whooping 
cought) and tetanus--is about 
89 percent of all children at 
school entry age. The stan- 
dard of immunity against 
measles is considerably low- 
er, at 77 percent. 

All of which points out that 
Albertans must be persistent 
in ensuring their children are 
immunized. The minimum 
objective of Alberta's immu- 
nization program is to 
achieve a 90 percent stand- 
ard in childhood immuniza- 
tion, and to do that requires 
parental co-operation, 

The province's immuniza- 
tion program is carried out 
by 29 local health units, 
operating under the jurisdic- 
tion of Alberta Social Ser- 
vices and Community 
Health. That department's 
director of communicable 
disease control, Dr, Frank 
White, says it’s always 
harder to maintain and 
improve established prog- 
rams than to introduce new 


programs. That might be 
why Alberta's standards 
have declined slightly and 
now need to be improved. 

Promoting November as 
Immunization Month is one 
way of drawing attention to 
the problem. Alberta has 
joined with other provincial 
governments and médical 
agencies to observe the 
month and draw people's 
attention to the necessity of 
maintaining a high standard 
of childhood immunization. 

Under Alberta's new im- 
munization schedule, infants 
at two months of age can 
commence vaccinations aga- 
inst polio, tetanus, diph- 
theria and pertussis. Meas- 
les vaccination is provided to 
all infants at 12 months of 
age, while girls at the grade 
six level are vaccinated 
against rubella (German 
measles), 

Although an approximate 
8S percent of Alberta's 
population has experienced 
rubella infection by adult- 
hood, the provincial program 
adds to this rate by providing 


‘immunization for women 


who don't have a natural 
immunity. A simple blood 
test done by a family doctor 
can demonstrate whether a 
natural immunity exists, If it 
doesn't, the vaccination is 
available from the local 
health unit, 

Rubella, if contracted by a 
woman during her first three 
months of pregnancy, can 
cause serious, damage to the 
unborn child. The provincial 
program, now in its eighth 
year, helps reduce the 
incidence of congenital ru- 
bella syndrome. 

Dr. White says that age at 
vaccination is a measure of 


the quality of immunization 
programs. It is important to 
insure that vaccination is

The Post Office advises 
customers to avoid sending 
cash gifts through the mail. 
Postal money orders are 
readily available at any 
postal outlet and will be 
replaced if lost. 

Money packets are the 
only legal way coins may be 
sent through the mail, 

Lumpy enclosures in en- 
velopes such as pens or keys 
will not allow that piece of 
mail to be machine pro- 
cessed. This mail must be 
sorted by hand. Objects such 


as pens or keys should be 
mailed in small packages. 

It is also possible that 
bulky items will break out of 
the envelope and become 
loose objects in the mail. The 
envelope itself will be pro- 
cessed but the loose objects 
are sent to the Undeliverable 
Mail Office.

Operation Eyesight. So does Canadian International 
Development Agency (C.I.D.A.) in their brochure on 
N.G.O. 

O.E.U. (P.O. Box 123, Calgary, Alberta T2P 2H6), is a 
small but very efficient Canadian Organization dedicated to 
restoring sight to curable blind folk, prevention of 
blindness and training of eye specialists and paramedical 
personnel in the developing world. Last year alone, 
175,000 folk with eye ailments felt healing hands at its 31 
different centers in 11 different countries, 32,419 blind eyes 
were opened. O.E.U.’s school children program in a 
mountainous part of Kenya covered 44,500 students and 
brought down the trachoma incidence from 39% to 13% in 
one year. 

O.E.U.’s overhead expenses for fund raising and 
administration are only 9.28% - one of the lowest for such 
organizations. 

Dr. Ben Gullison, Canadian Medical Missionary, 
founder of O.E.U. took his bride to Sompeta, India, in 
1933, spent over 40 years there, established the eye 
hospital there for blind destitutes, which has restored sight 
to 130,000 of them over the years. Dr. Gullison is now 
based in Vancouver and gives talks and slide shows to

Learning problems often 
vision problems 


A Torooto vision specialist 
has challenged Cangdian 
parents and teachers to help 
in the carly detection of 
vision related learning dis- 
abilities. Dr. Dennis Bader, a 
Toronto optometrist special- 
ivitig in children's vision, 
says carly identification of 
symptoms of vision difficul- 
tics is a major factor in 
successful treatment. 

Recent studies have shown 
that 40% of all grade school 
students fail to reach their 
academic potential duc to 
vision handicaps. **Simply 
knowing that the learning 
problem is, in fact, a vision 
problem’ says Dr. Bader, 
“is a major step in enabling 
parents, teachers and others 
to understand the child's 
difficulties and help him 
avoid further physical com- 
plications and mental frus- 
tration.”” Symptoms of vision 
disabilities, offen respon 
sible for behavioral problems 
as well as learning difficul- 
lies, are relatively casy to 
identify if a parent or teacher 
knows what to look for. But 
Dr. Bader warns that tradi- 
tional vision sercening 
thods generally used by 
schools fail to detect the 
problems of many school 
children, Parents and tea- 
chers are often misled, he 
said, into assuming a child 
has problem 
because he or she gets a 
20/20 rating on a Snellen 
Chart. 

Such physical symptoms 
as reddened cyes or tids, 
excessive tear production, 
itching eyes or complaints of 
headaches in the forehead 
and temples, particularly 
when related to desk work or 
reading, indicate the need 
for a thorough professional 
examination, Other symp- 
toms of visual problems may 
be detected by observing a 
child's behavior, Does the 
ebild turn his head while 
reading aeross the page, or 
lose his plitce often, or use a 
finger or marker to keep his 
place?

GUITARS: More and more 
people are learning how, to 
play musical instruments, 
and judging by the statistics 
from music shops, the guitar 
is the best seller of all times. 
The prominence of this 
remarkable instrument is 
directly attributable to its 
portability, seemingly easy 
playability, completeness as 
an instrument, and the vast 
repertoire of guitar music 
available, 

The history of the guitar is 
shrouded in the mists of 
time, and there are conflic- 
ting theories about its origin. 
We will not endeavor to get 
involved in this controversy, 
but I can say that the guitar 
has come a long way, and is, 
without doubt, the main 
instrument shaping contem- 
porary music. 


There are two kinds of 
guitar - the acoustic and the 
electric. Under the ‘‘acous- 
tic’’ heading, we have (a) 
classical, with nylon and 
steel strings, (b) flat-top, 
with metal strings, (c) 
arch-top, metal strung and 
“f'’ holes cut in the body, 
and (d) dobro, which is very 
much like the arch-top but 
with a round metal resonator 
built into the body to 
increase volume and sustain. 

Flat-tops, arch-tops, and 
dobros are the favorites of 
country and blues musicians. 
The dobro, when played with 
a ‘‘bottle-neck,’’ a device 
worn on one of the fretting 
fingers, produces that biting 
and penetrating sound that is 
the tour-de-force of blues- 
men, The arch-tops featured 
for a while as ‘*rhythm’’ 
instruments in the old big

bands before electrics came 
along. 

The electric guitar, and its 
big brother, the electric bass, 
are totally different animals. 
The massive amplification 
equipment, and accessories 
like wah-wah, fuss, phasers 
and whatnots, gives the 
electric what could only be 
termed ‘‘over-kill,"’ power in 
terms of sheer loudness, and 
all its accompanying pro- 
blems. 

When buying your first 
guitar, check for nice ‘‘ac- 
tion,’ intonation, straight- 
ness of neck, machine heads, 
bridge and the magnetic 
pick-ups. It also helps the 
aspiring player to learn how 
to use a pick at the initial 
stage. There are numerous 
makes and models available. 
but listed here are the most 
popular ones:

Sports in the world today 


LAST PART OF A TWO-PART SERIES 
From the Royal Bank Monthly Letter 


Is the idea of sport running off the track? 

It would often seem so in an age of nationalism, 
\of television viewing, and of the new breed of 
athletic prima donna. It looks like time to put 

the sportsmanship back in sports, and to rediscover 
the value of playing for pleasure. In this way 
people may ignite the team spirit of all mankind. . . 


Television has transformed the 
athlete into a mass entertainer 


The British humourist Stephen Potter light-heartedly 
turned Arnold’s theory of sportsmanship inside-out to 
create “gamesmanship,”’ which the Oxford Dictionary 
defines as the “‘art or practice of winning games or other 
contests by psychological means rather than skill.” 
Unfortunately Potter’s clever jests are now being applied in 
all seriousness, Stratagems which represent the very 
opposite of fair play have become common practice. It 
would seem hard to argue that the uncivilized usages of 
gamesmanship are an improvement on sportsmanship. But 
some do make this argument on the grounds that any kind 
of behaviour whatever on the part of an athlete is justified 
by a desire to win. 

A curious cult belief has grown up to the effect that the 
competitive spirit must necessarily over-ride other human 
characteristics when games are played. An athlete may be 
childish, destructive, or positively savage, but his actions 
are popularly excused because he “‘wants so badly to win.” 

One sees this most vividly at present in professional 
tennis, in which some of the most gifted players display 
court-side manners which would have been judged aberrant 
behaviour a few years ago. They violate the standards of 
courtesy which have always been an essential element in 
the elegant style of the game. 

The British journalist and historian Alistair Cooke 
summed up current trends in sports very neatly when he 
said that this was the age of the prima donna. One of the 
main effects of television on sport has been to give rise to 
the teriperamental athlete-celebrity whose antics appeal to

the outside world, every man is alone. 


the lowest instincts of the crowd, 

That crowd is inconceivably vast and growing. As work 
weeks shorten in the western world, more and more leisure 
time is spent watching sports on television. More than a 
billion people spread around the world saw the final game 
of this year’s World Cup tournament. According to a recent 
report, the amount spent by television networks in the 
United States for rights to broadcast sports will rise by 
1980 to over $1 billion a year. 

A sizeable proportion of the bonanza from televised 
sports finds its way into the pockets of professional athletes. 
The wealth thus obtained has made them into a highly 
visible segment of the affluent society, in which success is 
measured not only by achievement, but by how much 
money one makes. Television has transformed competitive 
athletes into entertainers, as widely recognized as movie 
stars. Some of the more cynical (or perhaps merely the 
more realistic) athletes list their occupation as ‘‘enter- 
tainer,”’ If the provision of entertainment calls for bizarre or 
antisocial behavior, many players are only too glad to 
oblige. 

Televised sports have also raised the threat that all but a 
relatively small elite of professionals will become spectators 
rather than participants in sporting activities. The word 
“sportsman” has come to mean someone who pays high 
prices for tickets to events. There is no more harm in 
watching paid athletes than there is in going to a play or a 
movie; in fact one may learn a great deal about a sport by 
observing the stars in action, But it should be clear that 
sport is not watching and watching is not sport. 

The distinction between watchers and doers is vital to 
any attempt to raise the general standard of physical fitness 
in the television age. The sedentary habits of North 
Americans have become a matter of real social concern. 

Lately, however, Canadians have taken it upon 
themselves to avert becoming “a nation of spectators’ by 
adopting such activities as jogging, cycling, tennis and 
cross-country skiing. The best thing about this movement is 
that they are doing so because the exercise makes them feel 
better — and because it is fun. 

Yet there is still a lack of adult participation in amateur 
team sports, compared with the time before television when 
every small town in Canada had a senior hockey team. Dr. 
Arnold of Rugby declared that team sports were a moral 
advance on individual sports since to play the former well 
is to co-operate fully with other members- of the team. 

His point was dramatized in a play by David Story 
called The Changing Room produced in London in the 


early 1970's. The play is an enthralling look at the pain 


and exultation of 22 men brought together for a rugby 
match. The lives of the characters revolve around the team. 
Why does it mean so much to them? Because the world 
outside the changing room is a cruel and incomprehensible 
place where life is difficult and pleasures are minimal. In

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But not when he is with the team. On the field the 
players are never alone; they experience triumph and defeat ¢ 
together. These rugby players, with their muddied, cracked 
bodies, their snapping towels and their mutual jubilation, 
are struggling to hold on to a sense of humanity, They are 
struggling to bring a few hours of ordered innocence to their 
lives, and the great value of this feeling is that they share it 
with other human beings. 


On the field you get to know 
how the other fellow feels 


That is the essence of team sports at its best. The players 
put the team ahead of themselves. The game may be only 
to move a ball forward on a dirt field, but the task is 
accomplished together with unshackled joy. 

The message of The Changing Room is one of harmony 
among men. And the message which sport can bring to the 
world is identical. We are constantly being reminded that 
the small planet on which we live is a global village. The 
problems which people of all nations face as the sum of 
mankind outweigh the problems they face in local or national 
groups. 

Anyone who has played a sport knows how the other 
fellow feels, regardless of whether the other fellow is of a 
different race or creed or political persuasion. In playing a 
game, one comes to realize the commonality of sweat and 
toil, of defeat and victory, and of the exhilaration of 
physical strain. 

Nationalistic politics do violence to the spirit of sport in 
that they emphasize the differences between human beings 
of different national groups rather than what they have in 
common, It is one thing to take pride in one’s countrymen; 
itis quite another to attempt to assert the superiority of 
one’s countrymen over anybody else. The Olympic Games 
and other international sporting occasions have too long 
been used for the latter purpose. They should be used 
instead to promote the spirit of shared struggle, shared 
enjoyment and shared pride in human abilities. A 
realization of how much we all share would do much to 


build goodwill among mankind. 


Ellis’ goof alters football 


history

“Outlined against the 

blue-gray October sky, the 
Four Horsemen" and the 
rest of football's great backs 
and broken field runners owe 
it all to William Ellis and his 
blunder. 

Otherwise, they probably 
never would have made the 
record books, even with 
colorful sportswriting help 
from Grantland Rice. 

Ellis’ contribution to their 
subsequent reputations and 
to the game itself came 
during a sagcer match at 
Rugby, England, in 1823 
when the fledgling footballer 
did the unthinkable: Instead 
of kicking the ball, he picked 
it up and ran with it. 

Nobody had ever done that 
before, and football has 
never been the same since, 
thanks to the schoolboy's 
“fine disregard for the 
rules.”’ 

But that sort of inspiration 
has made football the sport 
that keeps Americans on the 
edge of their stadium seats 
and television armchairs, the 
National Geographic Society 
says. 


IRISH BOMB ARMY 


A milestone to match Ellis’ 
error came in 1913 when Gus 
Dorias not only took the ball 
in his hands but threw it 
again and again to team- 
mates Joe Pliska, Fred Gus- 
hurst, and Knute Rockne, 

The newly legalized for- 
ward pass won that game for 
Notre Dame and humiliated 
Army 35 to 13, Quarterbacks 
have been going to the air 
ever since, 

Stadium programs were 
introduced in 1914 for the 
University of Pittsburgh fans 
who, up to that year, not only 
had to tell the players 
without a program, but 
without identifying numbers 
on their jerseys. 

Today's tear-away jerseys 


and slick, tight-fitting pants 
are modifications of uniforms 
worn during the days of the 
flying wedge. 

In the 1890s runners laced 
in canvas vests smeared with 
lard slid for extra yards until 
tacklers took to roughening 
up their grips with sand. 
More discouraging to enemy 
linemen were jackets and 
pants woven of slippery, 
needle-prickly horsehair. 


SHINGUARDS AND 
HAIR STYLES 


Shinguards and banana- 
size rubber noseguards were 
quickly invented with early 
recognition of the game's 
limitless opportunities for 
robust exercise. ‘You didn't 
stand much chance of mak- 
ing the line those days,"’ 
tecalled John W, Heisman, 
whose trophy annually sal- 
utes the best college player, 
“‘unless you were a good 
wrestler and fair boxer.”"’ 

Football strongmen were 
the day's campus longhairs, 
They let their hair grow as a 
substitute for rudimentary 
helmets, which only sissies 
wore, 

The first college football -- 
soccer rules -- was played by 
Harvard and Rutgers, split- 
ting two games in 1869, A 
third game was cancelled 
because professors feared 
football fever was taking 
over. , 

American football is the 
child of English rugby, which 
was imported in 1874 after a 
Harvard team had played the 
game here in Canada. 

Soocer-playing American 
footballers quickly took to the 
new run-with-the-ball sport, 
but their enthusiasm was not 
always shared, Cornell's 
president vetoed a proposed 
game trip to Michigan, 
decreeing, *'! will not permit 
30 men to travel 400 miles 
merely to agitate a bag of 
wind."

development areas. Mayor 
Fearnley told the residents 
that an upgrading of Railway 
Avenue was a major priority, 
as was the paving of the 
other streets in the village. 
However, he mentioned that 
there were problems to over- 
come and most of them were 
financial. He pointed out that 
the village could expect in 
the neighbourhood of $90,- 
000. in a street grant from 
the provincial government in 
1979, which would greatly 
aid in the upgrading of 
streets. The mayor also 
commented that street im- 
provement grants would be 
used on streets that the 
whole community use. 

A lady questioned the 
mayor regarding increased 
traffic on Railway Avenue 
once it was upgraded. She 
was concerned that the 
safety of small children, 
which are concentrated in the 
condominium area would be 
affected. ‘Right now,’ she 
added, ‘‘! find safety in pot 
holes.’* She was also con- 
cerned with the proximity of 
proposed apartment building 
to the condominiums. 

Another resident wonder- 
ed if there would be 
increased truck traffic on 
Railway Avenue once the 
industrial site was develop- 
ed. 

Mayor Fearnley pointed 


out that council had realized 
that a problem could develop 
in the area, but commented 
that the village would make it 
undesirable for trucks to use 
Railway Avenue and it is 
more likely that they would 
stick to the Lily Lake Road. 
He also noted that there were 
ways to upgrade Railway 
Avenue while instituting 
necessary safety measures. 


OTHER QUESTIONS 


When asked what type of 
industry the village council 
was interested in, the mayor 
commented that they had not 
worked on it yet, but that 
they would definitely be of 
the non-polluting type. 

Another resident asked if 
the majority of the proposed 
residential areas would be 
single family dwellings or if 
higher density development 


was expected. The mayor 
replied that the bulk would 
be single family dwellings 
with a small part of the 
construction involved with 
duplexes or condominiums. 

Provided the anticipations 
of the present village council 
are maintained, it looks as if 
the small community of Bon 
Accord will remain that way 
until the turn of the century, 
It appears that this is also the 
wishes of the interested 
village residents.

The coyote - an asset and a problem 


Legislation was passed in 
1974 which named the coyote 
a nuisanee rather than a 
pest. A pest must be 
controlled under the Agri- 
cultural Pests Act but a 
nuisance need not be. A 
nuisance may be controlled 
where damage or the threat 
of damage exists. Under this 
legislation and the policy 


which has developed, a 
producer may be trained and 
certified in the use of 
strychnine and cyanide guns 
if the agricultural ficldman of 
the municipal agricultural 
service board is satisfied that 
circumstances warrant: such 
action, The fieldmen are

PREDATORS PLAY A 
USEFUL ROLE 


Predators are recognized 
as being important in regu- 
lating the numbers of other 
animal species, and in main- 
taining strong, breeding 
populations of prey species. 
The high aesthetic value ‘of 
the coyote is appreciated as 
well, especially by those 
whose livelihood is not 
threatened by predator ac- 
tivity. There is a wide 
divergence of opinion as to 
the need for control of 
coyotes and other predators, 

Coyotes and other preda- 
tors actually receive much 
support not only from the 
general public but from 
cattlomen and grain growers 
who appreciate the coyote’s 
role-in controlling rodents 
and cleaning up carrion, 


LOSS TO FARMERS AND 
RANCHERS? 


Little may be seen of 
coyotes until denning time 


when the food demand by 


pups causes the parent to 
forage on lambs, poultry, 
calves and other prey, The 
loss of mature cattle to 
coyote packs does occur, but 
is rare; however, loss of 
calves and the mother during 
calving is frequent. This may 
be overcome by keeping re- 


cords of approximate calving 
dates and confining the 
animal where possible. Pre- 
dation on calves is quite 
common especially in areas 
with heavy brush growth. 
Cattle on open range learn to 
post “‘babysitters’’ in rota- 
tion to protect several calves 
in a group while all but one of 
the mothers are grazing. If 
coyote numbers are encour- 
aged in cattle production 
areas, losses will occur 
among calves as well as deer, 
young antelope, birds etc. 
High populations of coy- 
otes are reduced by nature 
through disease, such as 
mange or rabies. It's been 
found that coyotes and rab- 
bits can carry plague, which 
lends weight to the need for 
population control, 
Although the coyote is 
generally beneficial to the 
grain grower, when grain 
remains in the swath over- 
winter the coyote can cause 
losses when hunting for 
mice, 
The 


sheepman cannot 


control coyotes coming off 


other land to prey on his 
flocks unless he has com- 


munity support. Where such 
Support is withheld the 
sheepman may have to resort 
to population reduction, such 
as 1080 baiting. Such pro- 
grams are not selective and 
serve to remove offending 
and nonoffending coyotes 
alike. 

Individual producers have 
had losses from coyotes as 
high as 30 percent in one 
year and some have lost up to 
64 percent of their lamb crop. 
To protect their flocks from 
predation sheepmen require 
information, guidance, as- 
sistance, and materials use- 
ful in doing this. 

Programs of indiscrimin- 
ate baiting are wasteful of 
resources, although baits of 
1080 when properly set for 
coyotes take only canids. 
Such programs, however, are 
costly and have little genera’ 
support. 


HOW TO CONTROL 
COYOTES 


Good management of the 
livestock enterprise includ- 
ing those with sheep can 
eliminate predator problems 


“Go on, boy, rabbits—go get 'em!” 


in some situations. 

When well constructed, 
fences can confine sheep to 
areas which are not prime 
habitat for coyotes and other 
predators. Tight fencing will 
either discourage a predator 
altogether or limit his suc- 
cess. A coyote will follow a 
fence line to find access to a 
field; along such a line he 
will readily take strychnine 
bait or a cyanide gun. Where 
special permission can be 
obtained shares may be used 
at the point the coyote enters 
the property either under or 
through the fence. 

Fences of hog wire with a 
mesh six inches or less on the 
diagonal will deter most 
coyotes. Electric fencing, 
while costly, appears to be a 
significant deterrent to coy- 
ote predation on sheep. A 
seven strand fence with 
alternate wires hot and some 
other designs will greatly 
discourage predators. Grass 
and other vegetation must be 
kept down. Herbicides are 
useful for this purpose.

ance purposes, CMHC wants 
answers to five main ques- 
tions about the health and 
safety of the proposed sys- 
tem. 

Is there any risk of 
contaminated drinking water 
if the solar system is 
employed to heat the domes- 
tic water supply? 

- Is the thermal storage 
unit in a secure location? 

- Is there any risk of the 
system freezing? 

- Is there any risk that the 
solar collectors can be 
knocked out of commission 


Once these points have 
been satisfactorily answered, 
CMHC has to determine 
what the solar heating sys- 
tem is worth for lending 
purposes, It is not usual for 
the Corporation to consider 
the lending value of a 
heating system separately 
from the value of the house 
and lot. But the high cost of 
solar systems compared to 
conventional heating can add 
significantly to the cost of the 
house. 

However, the value of a 
solar system, as determined 


by CMHC, will likely be 
significantly less than what is 
costs to buy and install. The 
Corporation bases the lend- 
ing value of a solar heating 
System on its ability to 
supply energy over the 
expected life of the system, 

Therefore CMHC will ask 
that an independent testing 
agency acceptable to the 
Corporation verify the per- 
formance expectations of the 
system. 

Once the expected life of 
the system is estimated, its 
lending value is calculated 


basically by a life-cycle 
costing approach, je. deter- 
mining what it would have 
cost to heat the house 
conventionally over the per- 
iod of time the solar system 
is expected to function and 
what savings would result 
from the use of solar. 

Until the research efforts 
of CMHC and other agencies 
produce some solid stan- 
dards by which to judge solar 
heating systems, consumers 
are advised to temper their 
enthusiasm for solar heating 
with a degree of caution.
